Valley Pioneer 


A coroner's jury, deliberating in 


the case of Robert Taylor, for years 
a picking boss and pioneer of the 
San Gabriel valley, who died last 
Friday at the Covina hospital as the 
result of being struck by an automo- 
bile on East Covina boulevard on 
Tuesday, October 28, brot in- a ver- 
dict that the deceased met his death 
as the result of a basal skull frac- 
ture, caused by stepping in "front of 


Jovina valley 


That responsibility for the acci- 


dent could not bo dete.Tmined from 
the evidence presented, was the ver- 
dict of a coroner's jury Tuesday af- 
ternoon at the mortuary of Custer, 
Christiansen and Moore, sitting on 
the case of Stephen Narinian, a ward 
of the Masonic Home of Covina, 
killed in a crash of automobiles last 
Sunday afternoon at the intersection 
of East Badillo street and Glendora 
avenue. 


The' youth, who was fifteen years 


old, was killed when the light Ford 
delivery truck he was driving, collid- 
ed with a Buick sedan driven by 
Frank Brandon, son of Mr. and Mrs. 
Henry Brandon, proprietors of Bran- 
don 's barber and beauty shop in Co- 
vina. Narinian died two hours later 
at the Covina hospital, and his com- 
panion on the truck, Lowell Swartz, 
also n ward of the Masonic Home, 
has been confined to the hospital 
since that time, but will recover; 
Young Brandon, driver of the Buick, 
..suffered three broken ribs and con- 
tusions. Carl Pedersen, son of Mr. 
and Mrs. - S. A. Pedersen, Covina 
cafe proprietors, was badly bruised 
and cut about the head. One other 
occupant of 


rancher. The driver of the car tp.s 
absolved froi$ blame, the evidence 
tending to show that Mr. Taylor 
became confused in attempting to 
avoid the machine while crossing in 
the middle of an intersection. 


In the earlier days of the fruit 


industry, Taylor was known as an 
expert estimator of the value of cit- 
rus crops. This was before the days 
of the cooperative organizations, and 
his reputation was justly earned as 
a man who knew the size of crops, 
and the values on the trees. He was 
employed for a number of years by 
James Slauson of the Foothill ranch. 


The funeral was held following 


the inquest, with many friends pres- 
ent to tender a last tribute to a man 
who had a wide list of friends and 
acquaintances tfiruout the valley. 


Rev. Russell F. Thrapp of Alham- 


bra, who until the first of November 
was pastor of the Christian church 
of Covina, conducted the service, as- 
sisted by Herschel Clayton, who sang 
"Abide With Me" and "Be Not 
Dismayed.'' Mr. Clayton was accom- 
panied by Mrs. H. A. Werden. 


Robert Taylor was born February 


25, 1864, in the Scottish Highlands. 
He came to Canada when about 19 
years of age, and to the United 
States when about 21 years old. On 
July 1, 1904, he was united in mar- 
riage to Mrs. Laura Graham, the 
first years of their married life be- 
ing spent in Azusa, and the latter 
years in Covina. He is survived by 
the widow, two step-children, How- 
ard Graham of San Francisco and 
Mrs. Harvey Overholtzer of Los An- 
geles, and two step-grandehildren, 
Lawrence Ames and Dorothy Over- 
holtzer. 


Many beautiful flowers surround- 


ed the casket from friends who had 
known the deceased for many years. 


Realizing the seriousness : oi: the 


situation caused by the receding 
waters in the San Gabriel basin, di-

another watershed, and it is" the ob- 
ject of the protective organization 
to protest vigorously this attempt.

"Testimony at the inquest revealed 


that young Brandon's car, with 
Brandon driving, and with his two 
friends in the front seat, was travel- 
ling east toward the Masonic Home, 
when the delivery truck driven by 
Narinian attempted to cross the in- 
tersection. The cars met almost in 
the center of the intersection, it was 
disclosed by deputy sheriffs of the 
San Dimas substation who investi- 
gated shortly afterward. The Buick 
was flung to the north, with its 
wheels in the gutter, and the Ford 
was overturned. Narinian 's death 
was caused by a depressed fracture 
of the skull. 


With Narinian dead, and with 


Swartz unable to testify because of 
injuries, the question of whether the 
Ford stopped at the intersection be- 
fore attempting to cross could not be 
determined. Brandon, driver of the 
Buick, was also unable to be present 
at the inquest. The intersection is 
an exceptionally blind .one, . officers 
said, the view being obstructed by 
orange groves and eucalyptus trees 
that are nearly flush with the prop- 
erty lines. 


Young Narinian was a ward of 


Fairmont Masonic lodge of San 
Francisco, the son of Mr. and Mrs. 
Stephen Narinian of that city, and 
the body was claimed by relatives 
following the inquest.

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What Next Monday Should Mean— 


There were children living on the French front, nearly 


four years old, who were puzzled and frightened when the 
great guns ceased muttering on that eventful day eleven 
years ago, November eleven. They had lived all their little 
lives in a world where the sound of guns was usual. The 
silence that came on the signing of the armistice was a 
strange silence to them, and something to be feared. The 
voice of the War God had come to be a natural part of 
their dreams and their periods of childish play. 


There are many hundreds of thousands of children in 


America, born since Armistice day, who have no real con- 
ception of what that day meant to the people of this coun- 
try, and to the world. They do not know that two million 
men were in cantonments in the United States and in train- 
ing camps in France, in readiness to move up to the front 
to replace the million Americans already on the battle line 
and just behind the line. They do not know that another 
great service draft was in progress which would have added 
another two millions to that vast army had the war con- 
tinued into the summer of 1919. They are the children of 
men who stood ready to move up to the front. Had the 
armistice not been signed in 1918, these particular chil- 
dren would not have come on earth at all, or would have 
appeared at a later date in our history. 


Armistice day is essentially a day when the children 


and youths of this nation should be told the facts concern- 
ing that great war. AVe, who went thru that struggle as 
bearers of arms at the front, as food providers behind the 
lines, as workers in the field and factory, and at the Red 
Cross tables—we would perhaps be glad to forget. There 
is a feeling concerning Armistice day on the part of the 
adult who went thru the war which savors of a vast reluc- 
tance in arousing old memories of privation, of grief, of 
suffering, of mental anguish. 


But the children of this young generation should know 


what Armistice day stands for, because that knowledge 
is fonndatioual in any future plan of lasting peace. If war 
memories could be kept acute from one generation to an- 
other, it would be extremely difficult to plunge nations 
into war. 


Next Monday, a few who remember in every commun- 


ity will gather to hold Armistice day exercises. It is a day 
set apart for rejoicing, and for education. Unless we keep 
alive a_keeii realization of the horror of war; unless we 


t[ teachTbyj^hisJjttrical/example the uselsssness of war; .unless 


we.'.prevent the camouflage of war from-, becoming the 
camouflage of false peace; unless we can inculcate in the 
children of today the truism that war and civilization can- 
not exist side by side—the lesson of the world war will 
have failed. 


Though we may believe that the world war settled 


nothing and unsettled everything, there is yet a residue of 
good to be extracted from that war. if we can teach this 
and succeeding generations to know that war is waste, war 
is futile, war is the arch enemy of civilization, war is the 
antithesis of common sense; that war dethrones reason and 
enthrones passion and hatred, that war does not remove 
but multiplies, grievances, and that one of the greatest and 
profoundest truths ever uttered is that he who takes up 
the sword shall inevitably perish by the sword. 


The Water Situation— 


Glendora people were quite surprised to learn that 


water in the tyvo city wells is going down so fast. No doubt 
the long dry series of years is partly responsible for this 
and with a series of wet years the pumping level may be 
raised considerably. 


But it is evident to those who study the matter that 


we are using water much faster than the water level of the 
gravel beds is being filled. With the growth of the city as 
anticipated, this condition of deep pumping will grow 
worse rather than better. In view of these facts, probably 
the city made a mistake in not joining the metropolitan 
water district and thus be among the first to have advan- 
tage of the Colorado river water. There is not a doubt in 
the world that every city of the San Gabriel valley will 
need that water sooner or later. The city that has the best 
water supply will be the growing city, for water is the life 
blood of southern California. The great increase in popu- 
lation sure to come must have water. Without water, 
growth will stop. A lot of study needs to be given this 
question. Two years ago it was thot our water supply was 
unlimited. Even now we know it is not.—Glendora Gleaner.
